Z Ruſty and Well beloved, Wee greet you well : Whereas we underſtand, That Sir Job 
ay Hotham takes upon him (without any lcgall Authority or Power)to iſſue warrants to 
4 Conſtables, and cther Our Officers, to raiſe diverſe of our Trained bands of this Qur 
County, and requires them to ma. ch with their Armes, and to come into Our Towne 
of Hull, where he hath diſarmed diverſe of them, keepes their Arrnes, and diſcharges 
the men: And whereas Wee are credibly informed, that diverſe perſons, Who were 
laely Colonels, Livetenant-Colonels, Capraines and Officers of the trained Bands of 
this Our County, intend ſhortly to ſummon, and indeavourto muſter the forces of this 
Our County : For as much as by the Law of the Land, none of Our trained Bands are 
| to be raiſed or muſtered, upon any prerence or authotity whatſoever, bur by ſpecial war- 
TY os >" rant under Our owne hand, or by a legall Writ direed tothe Sheriffe of . 2 County, 
; [or by warrant from the Lord Lievtenanc, or Deputy-L ievrenants of the County, appointed and authorized by Com- 
miſsion under Our Great Scale. And whereas ar preſentthere is no Lord Lieverenant or Deputy Lievetenant legally 
; [authorized ro command the Forces and trained Bands of this Our County of Yorke, and the Commilsions, to Com- 
mand, and Povver of all Colonells, Lievetenant-Colonels, Capraines and Officers of Our trained Bands, (which werf 
derived from the Commilsion and Power of the Lord Lievetenant onely) are now actually voyd, and of no force and 
Authority, Our will and Command therefore is, that you forrhwith ifſue Warrants under your Hand, to all the late 
Colonels Lieverenant-Colonels,Captaines and Officers, vvho (whiles the Lord Lievrenants Commilsion was in force) 
had the command of the trained Bands of this Our County : And allo co all High and Petty Conſtables,ang other our 
Officers, in this Our County, vwwhom it may concerne, charging and commanding them, and every of them, in Our 
Name, and upon their Allegiance, and as they tender ie Peace of this Our Kin gdome, not to Muſter, Leavie, or Raiſe, 
ortoSummon, or Warne (upon any prereace or Directions whatſoever any of Ourtrained Bandsto Rile, Muſter, or 
March, without expreſſe Warcant under Our Hand, or Warrant trom you Our Sheriffe grounded upon a particular vvrit 
./ | tothatpurpoſe ; Which we allo command you, not to put in Execution withour Qur Privity and Allowance,vvhiles we 
> | ſhallreſide in this Our County. | 
And in caſe any of Our trained Bands ſhall riſe , or gather rogerher, contrary to this Our command, Then Wee will 
andcommand you to charge and requirethem , to diſſolve, and retire to their dwellings. And if upon due Sum- . 


mons from you, they ſhall nor lay downe their Arms, and depart to their dwellings, We will and command you u- 


pon your Allegiance, and as you tender the peace and quiet of. his Our Kingdome, to raiſe the power of the County , 
and 7 4-0 them by force , as the I aw hath directed and given you Power to doe. And too the end that this Our 

expreſte Command may be notified to all Our good Subjects in this Our County , ſo as nonemaypretend hereafterto. 
haye been miſled through ignorance ; We require you to cauſe theſe Out Letters to be forthwith read and publiſhed o- 

penly inall Churches and Pariſhes in this Our County. Herein you may not faile , as you tenderthe ſatery and honour 

of Our Perſon, the good and peace of this Qur Kingdome, and will anſvver che contrary ar your peril. Fer which this
